Paris, Sept. C.—While there has not 
been any more fighting at Casa Blanca 
since the fierce engagement of Tues­ 
day. the seriousness of the general sit­ 
uation In Morocco and the possibility 
of Its leading Prance Into diplomatic 
difficulties with the other powers of 
Europe, notably Germany and Great 
Britain, 
to say nothing 
of the 
ap­ 
parently growing necessity of Increas­ 
ing the size of the French force on the 
Moroccan Coast, Is occupying the at­ 
tention cf the French people. 
Thy ^ress is calling attention to the 
difficulty of keeping wit Iii pi the terms 
of the Algectra! convention, and the 
call to convoke parliament to discuss 
and decide 
what course 
the nation 
should pursue is becoming 
more in­ 
sistent. 
There is a growing feeling 
that the 
Important decisions 
in the 
matter of France’s policy in Morocco 
should not bo left entirely to the mem 
hers of tile cabinet 
The seriousness 
of the fighting of 
Tuesday in which Major Provost of 
the Foreign legion was killed, further 
details of which have been published, 
has brought home to the French peo­ 
ple a comprehension of the persistent 
resistance of the Moors and a realiza­ 
tion that Fiance may be only at the 
threshold of 
a protracted campaign 
that may easily prove costly in lives 
and money. 
The situation is now re­ 
ferred to as a “war” and no longer as 
heretofore, as an "expedition of paci­ 
fication.” 
No other power yet has been drawn 
into the difficulty, but Germany is 
watching the progress 
of events in 
Morocco more closely every day and 
as It. becomes apparent that the situa­ 
tion there is not Improving, it is inti­ 
mated In Berlin that the Algoclras con­ 
vention, under

of which 
Franco and Spain are acting in Mo­

Delegate Choate’s Plan for Interna- 
tianal Court of Justice. 
The Hague, 
Sept. 
6.—Joseph 
H. 
Choate, one of the American delegates 
to the peace 
conference, is credited 
with the statement that he will not 
leave The Hague until his pet project 
for the creation of a permanent inter­ 
national high court of justice has be­ 
come an 
accomplished fact 
and at 
Thursday’s meeting of the examining 
committee under the presidency of M. 
Bourgeois, which is dealing with this 
matter, he had the satisfaction of r e ­ 
curing the approval for the American 
project with the exception of the para­ 
graph referring 
to the 
allotment of 
Judges. 
In 
a powerful speech 
Mr. Choate 
urged the committee not to permit its 
differences on the matter of the allot­ 
ment of judges to interfere with the 
solemn duty 
devovling upon 
it of 
satisfying cither permanently or pro­ 
visionally the universal 
demand for 
the establishment of such a court, 
“It would be ignominious in the last 
degree 
for 
us 
to confess 
our 
in­ 
ability to discharge 
this duty,” Mr. 
Choate declared. He suggested a num ­ 
ber of solutions for the difficult; 
garding judges, including a proposal 
for the elect ion of judges by the whole 
conference voting by states, each state 
exercising 
absolute 
equality. 
He 
maintained that this method assured 
equality "of sovereignty, as 
well as 
equality In all other respects. 
Each 
nation would take its chance, he said, 
of a successful canvass. 
Mr. Choate 
then mentioned a long list of jurists 
of world-wide renown, included among 
the delegates to tho 
present confer­ 
ence, from among whom they might 
easily form a court which could com­ 
mand the confidence and admiration 
of the entire world. 
Mr. Choate’s appeal resulted in the 
appointment of a committee composed 
of Mr. Choate and James Brown Scott, 
United States; Baron Marschal von 
Bleberstein, Germany; M. Bourgeois, 
France; M. 
Nelidoff, Russia; 
Count. 
Tomtom, 
Italy; 
Herr 
Merry 
von 
Kapos-Herey, 
Austria, and Dr. 
Bar- 
boza, Brazil, to examine tho question 
of the allotment of judges.

Difference 
In the s t r a i n T h a t Come * 
Upon Its T w o Parts. 
The rudder of a wooden ship is com­ 
posed of the stalk and the hacking, 
which are so Joined together as to 
form In effect a single piece. 
The I 
complete rudder Is coppered to protect 
It from worms, and then, besides being 
practically all In one piece, it has that 
appearance also. 
The stalk is the [tart to which are at­ 
tal lied the pintles, or pivots, by which 
the rudder Is suspended and held in 
place, these going through eyes set in 
the ship's stempost. The stalk runs up 
through the stem of the ship, and to 
Its head Is Ixdtod a cap to which are at­ 
tached the rope** by means of which the 
rudder is controlled. Tho backing is Die 
blade part of the rudder. 
By far the greater strain comes on 
the stalk, and tho greatest strain of all 
comes on the head of the stalk, the 
rudder head, where it Is held. 
The 
stalk Is made of tile wooer most likely 
to stand the strain, carefully selected, 
sound, well seasoned oak, while tho 
backing is made of spruce or hard pine. 
The stalk is of a single, solid, massive 
piece, stout as an oak tree and indeed 
of the dimensions of a small oak, some­ 
thing that a man can pin his faith to. 
if he can have faith in any wood, while 
the hacking or blade is. like many mod­ 
ern wooden masts, built up. 
It would 
be difficult If not impossible to find 
trees that 
would 
yield 
[dunks 
big 
enough for the purpose iii a single 
piece, and the built up backing, made 
of pieces of selected wood, can easily 
be made of ample strength to with­ 
stand any strain that will be brought 
upon It. 
As to the stalk, stout and solid as the 
oak may be, the head may be twisted 
by the force of a tremendous blow from 
a wave upon the m d ler, or, tinder the 
repeated strains of long use, the head 
may split and so make the stalk use­ 
less. 
Then the rudder Is taken out and 
fitted with a new stalk. 
A suitable 
stick Is selected and worked down to 
the proper size and form, and very 
probably Die old backing is attached to 
it. 
The life of a Yudder stalk would 
probably be twelve to fourteen y e a rs . 
The backing might last as long as the 
ship.—New York Sun.

the cans and the wax get cold apply a 
second coat in the same way.

McKinley monument 
un Niagara square was dedicated and 
formally turned over to the state of 
New York through Governor Charles 
E. 
Hughes. 
The 
ceremonies 
were 
brief, but none the less impressive. 
Assembled 
on the 
stand near 
the 
monument 
with 
Governor 
Hughes 
were men prominent in the state and 
nation, and also from the I>ominlon of 
Canada, 
Another large body 
consisting of 
Grand 
Army veterans 
who always 
hailed President McKinley as comrade 
formed 
In 
a circle 
in front 
of the 
speakers’ stand and on the steps of 
the 
monument. 
Interspersed 
with 
them and in striking contrast to their 
plain blue uniforms and battle flags 
were 
the 
scarlet-coated 
Canadian 
troops. 
But by far the mightiest part of tho 
assemblag 
was 
the multitude 
that 
banked Niagara square 
and the ap­
